Pam. Sagridse. 

Genus Sacra, Fab. 

Sagra Mouhoti. 

S, elongato-ovata, la3te piu'purea, uitida; thorace fortiter pimctato, sub- 
quadrato, apice modice prodiicto, angiilis anticis prominulis, obtusisj 
elytris baai elevato-marginatis, intra Immeros late excavatis, infra basin 
leviter transversim depressis, subfortiter snberebre irregulariter striato- 
pnnetatis, interspatiis irregulariter strigosis, Igeto cupreo-aureis, viridi- 
micantibus, limbo angusto (basi laterali excepta) siitiiraque (hac antice 
postieeque angustata) purpureis. 

Mas. Femoribus posticis eMra paullo superantibus, validis, intus 
flavo-tomentosis, subtus ante apicem bidentatis, dentc exteriore spinaj- 
formi, tibiis ejusdem paris ciu'vatis, intus canaliculatis, flavo-tomentosis, 
apice mucronatis, extus pone medium in processum brevissimum ob- 
tusum prodnetis, abdominis segmento primo remote punctate, parce 
flavo-tomentoso. 

Foem. Femoribus posticis elytra non superantibus, subtus creta den- 
ticulata instriictis. 

Var. A. 3Ias, Tibiis posticis simplicibus. 

Long. 4-7 lin. 

Hah. Cambogia. Collected by M. Mouhot. 

Rather longer and less robust than S. carbimculas, Hope. Head deeply 
punctured on the vertex ; antennne robust, two-thirds the length of the 
body in the mahy thorax (the produced apical border being taken 
away) almost transverse, apex of anterior angles very obtuse, centre of 
disk near its base impressed with a moderately deep fovea, above which 
is a more or less distinct longitudinal line, free from punctiu’cs ; elytra 
covered with numerous rows of deeply impressed puuctui’es, iiearlv 
regular near the suture, more confused on the sides. 

31ale. Hinder thighs ovate, their lower edge near the apex fm-nished 
vdth two teeth, the outer one stout, spiniform, and armed at the base 
behind with a sinuate tooth, the inner one small ; interaiediate tibia 3 
abruptly curved. 

This lovely species is allied to S. carhunculus, 

Fam. CrioceridsB. 

Genus Stethopachys. 

Corpus elongatum, subcylindricum. AntemuB filiformes, robustje, articulis 
secundo et tertio brevibus, longitudine fere feqnalibus, moniliformibus. 
Thorax cyliudricus, latoribiis valde constrictis. ScuteUum subtrigomim. 
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apice obtuso. Elytra thorace multo latiora, parallela. Pedes mediocres ; 
coxis anticis coniciS; contiguis, intermediis cyliiidricis, metasteriio iu- 
crassato separatis ; femoribus (proesertiin posticis) paidlo iucrassatis ; 
nnyuibus eloiigatis, arcuatis, unguicidis basi coalescentibus. Mesosterniun 
elougatiini; peq^endiciilare, apice metasterui non occultato. Metaster- 
num valde incrassatimi; antice in processnm validiim obtusum inter 
coxas interniedias proteusuin. 

Tj^e, Stetliopachys formosay Baly. 

Stetliopachys represents, in Australia and the adjacent islands, 
Plectonycliis, Lac., differing from that genus in possessing elongate 
claws, and in the different form of the mesosternum ; this part, 
instead of being concealed b}" the projecting metasternum (as in 
Plectonycliis), is in the present case elongate, and placed perpen- 
dicularly against the produced anteiior siu’face of the latter, its 
truncate apex curving slightly forwards, and terminating on a level, 
or nearly so, with the lower surface of the metasternum. 

Stethopacliys formosa, 

S, subelongata, subcylindrica, nitidissimo-fulva ; antenuis, oculis, macula 
verticali, scutello, plaga magua metapleurali utrinque, tibiis tarsisque 
nigris; thorace subconico, basi imifoveolato, lateribus medio valde 
constrictis; elytns puuctato-striatis, pimctis basi profunde impressis, 
striis ad apicem fere dilatatis, utrisque fasciis duabus latis, prima baseos, 
macula basali trigonata fulva includente, altera pone medium nigris. — 
Long. 4 lin. 

Jlab, Australia. 

Lower portion of the face moderately produced ; antennoe nearly two- 
thirds the length of the body, filiform, four basal joints nitidous, the 
others opahe, second and third joints short, submoniliform, fourth 
rather longer than the third ; thorax slightly transverse in front, rather 
broader at the base, sides deeply constricted in the middle, base above 
impressed with a small deep fovea, middle of the disk impressed by 
several irregular rows of fine but distinct punctures, which form to- 
gether a broad longitudinal vitta; scutellum truncate; elytra much 
broader than the thorax, slightly naiTowed towards their apex, each 
elytron impressed with ten rows of distinct punctures, their interstices 
plane, tenth row sulcate, the punctures on the basal half of the four or 
five inner rows large and deeply impressed, the puncturing of all the 
striie very fine towards their apex; hinder thighs shorter than the 
abdomen ; claws large, gradually increasing in length from the first pair 
backwards. 

Stethopacliys Javeti, 

S. oblongo-elongata, picea, nitida; abdomine pallidiore; antennis nigris; 

elytris punctato-striatis, fulvis, limbo postieo piceo. — Long. 3^ liii. 
llah. New Caledonia. 
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Aiitennai nearly equal to the body in length, moderately robust, 
filiform, four basal joints shining, the rest opake, second, third, and 
fourth joints short, gradually increasing in length : thorax subcoiiic, 
subcylindrieal, sides constricted, the constriction being scarcely visible 
from above, surfixce smooth and shining, remotely punctured, the punc- 
tm-es on the sides confused, those on the middle of the disk arranged 
in two or three longitudinal rows, base impressed with a deep fovea; 
scutelhmi elongate-trigonate, truncate ; elytra much broader than the 
thorax, lateral margin slightly produced at the shoulder, concave below 
the latter, above convex, slightly flattened on the back, each elytron 
with ten regular rows of punctures, fidvous, the apical half of the 
outer limb broadly edged with piceous, beneath shining piceous ; abdo- 
men edged with obscure fulvous ; hinder thighs shorter than the 
abdomen, moderately incrassate; metasternum more swollen than in 
the preceding species. 

I owe the specimen from which the above description is taken to 
the kindness of M. Javet, after whom I have named the species. 

Genus Crioceris, Fab. 

Crloceris Sallei, 

C, elongata, subcyliudrica, viridi-metallica, subnitida, subtus nitida, pilis 
adpressis tenuibus obsita, mneo vix niicans; antennis (basi excepta) 
nigris; thorace nitido, longitudine latitudini fere mquali, cylindrico, 
lateribus medio sat constrictis, fortiter transversim sulcato-strigoso, 
basi fovea parva impresso ; elytris crebre fortiter subrugoso-puuctatis, 
utrisque intra margincm unicarinatis, disco exteriore prope medium 
fovea magua ovato-rotuudata impressis. — Long. 4-4i lin. 

I£ab. Oaxaca. Collected by M. Salle. 

Antennae four-fifths of the length of the body, slender, filiform, 
slightly increasing in thickness towards their apex, third and fourth 
joints short, equal, obconic, four basal joints shining metallic gTeeu, 
the rest black, opake ; elytra parallel, much broader than the thorax, 
indistinctly impressed transversely below the basilar space (in their 
punctation the}" differ entirely from an^^ of the similarly coloured knox\m 
species, their surface somewhat resembling shagi’een) ; legs slender, 
subelongate, thighs very slightly incrassate, the hinder pair scarcely 
reaching to the extremity of the elytra in the much shorter in 
the other sex. 


Fam. Eumolpidae. 

Genus TRicnoenRYSEA.

Elytra thorace paullo latiora, 
breviter oblouga. Pedes robusti, tihiis intermediis extrorsuiu aute 
apicem emarginatis, nnyuicuUs dentatis. Prosterniim trausverso-qua- 
dratuiu ; antepectoris processu antero-laterali subcimeiformi. 

Type, Trichochrysea Mouhoti^ Baly. 

Distinguished from Calomorphay Stal, by the toothed clypeus, the 
more slender antennae, the broader and more distinctly margined 
thorax, the more prominent jaws, «&:c. 

Trichochrysea vestlta. 

T, oblouga, subcylindrica, cupreo-£enea, nitida, subrugoso-punctata, un- 
dique pilis giiseis suberectis obsita ; auteunis gracilioribus, basi fulvis 
extrorsuiu nigris. — Long. 3^ lin. 

Hah. Northern India, 

'Whole body clothed with long suberect silky pubescence ; clypeus 
produced on either side into a stout tooth ; labrum smooth, rufo- 
a3neous ; antenu£e more slender than in the former species, the terminal 
joints less incrassate; thorax subglobose above, closely punctured, 
either side, just within the anterior angle, furnished with a slightly 
raised smooth tubercle. 

Trl cliochrysea Moahotl. 

T oblouga, subcylindrica, yiridi-aenea, aureo-tincta, pube brevi sub- 
erecta sparse vestita, antennis extrorsuiu mandibulisque nigris, supra 
aurea, vertice thoracisqiie fascia lata baseos utrinque abbre^data aiitice 
emarginata viridi-metallicis j elytris breviter obloiigis, fortiter siibcrebre 
punctatis, viridi-liiiibatis, utrisque fascia ante, vittaque pone medium 
Cioruleis, viridi inargiuatis, — Long. 4-5 lin. 

'\"ar. A. Cyanea, eljdrorum vitta infra basin caerulea. 

Hah. Cambogia. 

Head broad, forehead impressed with a short longitudinal gToove, 
lower portion of face coarsely punctured, irregularly longitudinally 
strigose-rugose, lower edge deeply excavated, concave, either extremitj' 
produced into a stout tooth, epistome very small, and forming only a 
small ti'ansverse lobe, which projects from the middle of the excavated 
margin ; thorax deeply punctured ; scutellum transverse, its apex ob> 
tuse ; elytra more closely punctured, the pimcturing on the inner disk 
indistinctly arranged in stria?. 
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Genus Meroda, Baly. 

Meroda riffipennis. 

M. oblongo-ovata, convexa, iiitida, nigra ; anteunis basi fulvis ; abdomiiie 
el}"trisquo nifis, his confuse punctato-striatis, striis prope sutnrani in- 
distiucte bifariam dispositis ; tibiis posticis quatuor extus ad apicem in 
spinani brevem dilatatis j femoribus anticis valde inerassatis, snbtiLS in 
dentein acntuin prodiictis. — Long. 2f lin. 

Hah. Amazons. 

Much smaller and more ovate than Meroda costata] shorter and 
more ovate than the following species; antennae slender, two-thirds 
the length of the body, fourth joint shorter than the two preceding 
united, three basal joints, together with the labriim and trophi, pale 
fulvous ; abdomen and elytra bright rufous, the puncturing on the latter 
distinct, deeply impressed. 


Meroda falva, 

31. elongato-ovata, convexa, obscure fulva, nitida ; elytris confuse punc- 
tato-striatis, striis prope suturam indistincte bifariam dispositis ; feino- 
ribus anticis valde inerassatis, subtus in dentein acutum productis, — 
Long. lin. 

Hab. Amazons. Collected by II. W. Bates, Esq. 

Obscure shining fulvous ; antennae slender, longer than the body, 
three or four terminal joints stained towards their apex with piceous, 
fourth joint nearly equal in length to the second and third united ; 
thorax subreinotely punctured, sides nearly straight and subparallel 
behind, roimded in front ; el}i;ra finely, but distinctly, punctured. 

Genus Pseudocolaspis, Laj). 

Pseudocolasj)is Murray i. 

P. breviter subciuiciformis, nitido-viridi-aeuea, parce tenuiter pubescens ; 
pedibus viridi-aureis, elytris Wridi-caeruleis, antennis (basi excepta) 
nigris. — Long. G lin. 

Hub. Old Calabar. 

Head deeply punctured, longitudinally strigose on the forehead, lower 
portion of face concave, bright golden, apex of jaws black ; epistoma 
not separated from the face ; thorax subconic, more quickly narrowed 
at the apex, subcylindrical above, lateral borders distinct, surface some- 
what closel}" subaciculate punctate, brassy-green, with a slight golden 
reflexion on the sides of the disk ; sentellum semiovate, its apex acute ; 
elytra sparingly clothed with very fine and short erect hairs, broader 
than the thorax at the base, humeral callus prominent, sides narrowed 
from the base to the apex, the latter acutely rounded, surface sparingly 
covered with veiy short and fine suberect hairs, rather less closely but 
more deeply subaciculate punctate, interspaces obsoletely strigose;

body beneath covered with coarse adpressed hairs; anterior femora 
armed beneath with a stout spine. 

Fam. Chrysomelidae. 

Gemis Ceralces, Gerst. 

Pseudomelaf Baly, 

Ceralces ornata, 

C, ovata, valde convexa, fulva, nitida ; parapleuris, pedibus, antennis (basi 
excepta), thoracis vitta lata antice posticeqiie abbreviata maculaqiie 
utrinque, elytrisque uigris, his subcrebre punctatis, utrisqiie margine 
exteriore apice valde dilatato, plagaque transversa magna discoidali 
margine plemmqiie adfixa, fulvis ; scutello piceo. — Long. 3 lin. 

Hah. Lake N’Gami. 

Antennae robust, shorter than half the body, subincrassate, three or 
four basal joints fulvous ; head and thorax finely punctured ; sciitellum 
broad, more or less stained mth piceous ; el^i^ra scarcely broader than 
the thorax, deeply punctured, the punctures on the inner disk indi- 
stinctly aiTanged in numerous longitudinal striae. 

Fam. Gallerucidae. 

Genus Diamphidia, Gerst. 

Cladocera, Hope. 

The insects known and described by Hope, Gerstaecker, and others, 
under the above generic names, appear to form a single natural 
genus, the species varying greatly in the degree of serration or even 
flabellation of the antennae, but agreeing in all their other characters. 
I would divide the genus into three sections, formed on the degree of 
variation of those organs. 

Sectio I. Antennis flabellatis in utroque sexu. 

II. Antennis serratis aut subserratis in uno aut utroque 
sexu. 

III. Antennis simplicibus. 

Gladocera of Hope having been already used, Gerstaecker’s name, 
Diam])liidia, must be adopted ; but from these authors having founded 
their genera on the extreme states of the antennae, either term is 
characteristic only of a certain number of species in the genus. 

Di amplikU a Boh ema ni. 

D, oblonga, convexa, fusco-alba; pedibus, antennis, verticis niacida 
utrinque, thoracis maculis quinque scutelloque nigris ; elytris subcrebre 
punctatis, utrisque margine apicali, macula humerali, altera subapicali 
fasciisque duabus maculoeformibus (harum prima infra basin (macidis 
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4) flexuosa, secuuda pone medium (maculis 5) arcuata, positis), nigris ; 
siibtus obsciudor, abdominis segmentoriini macula utrinque parapleu- 
risqne piceis. 

3£as. Antennis valde flabellatis. 

Fann, Antennis modice flabellatis. 

Long. 5-G;2 lin. 

Hub, Port Natal. 

Thorax with its apical margin bisinuate, the side border rounded 
behind, narrowed and sinuate in front ; the anterior angles produced, 
subacute ; upper surface with five large black spots placed (2-3) on 
the disk, and in addition two or three others, smaller and punctiform 
(sometimes obsolete), on either side, close to the lateral and basal mar- 
gins 5 the first of the maculoeform fascio3 on the elytra is placed nearer 
the base than in 2>. 2 ^(^('thncornis^ the second (situated iimnediately 
behind the middle) is regularly cuiwed, instead of being flexuose as in 
the above-named insect, and the subapical and subinarginal patch 
occupies the place of three much smaller spots, which form, in the old 
species, a transverse subapical band: legs entirely black, with the ex- 
ception of a narrow space on the upper and lower edges of the hinder 
femora. 

In addition to the different arrangement of the blaek markings 
on the elytra, as indicated above, this species may be separated from 
D, pectinicornis (Oliv.) by the form of its thorax; in D. jpectini cor nis 
the anterior margin is nearly truncate, the sides are more regularly 
rounded, and the anterior angles, although distinct, arc not produced. 
DlampliicUa Bohemani belongs to the 1st section. 

Dlampludla ornata. (Plate XII. fig. 3.)

Oblong, robust, slightly broader behind; antennie serrate; eyes blaek; 
thorax twice broader than long, sides slightly rounded, posterior 
angles broadly rounded, surface irregularly punctured, the puncturing 
scattered on the disk, base impressed with a deep fovea, sides with a 
broad shallow excavation, in the middle of which is a deeper impres- 
sion ; seulellum trigonate, its apex truncate, surface smooth, impiinc-

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tate ; elytra closely and deeply punctured ; pygidiiim black, marked in 
the middle with a broad fulvous vitta ; legs and under surface of the 
body clothed with adpressed hairs 5 abdominal segments thickened. 

This species belongs to the 2nd section of the genus. 

Genus Pseudodera.

ultimo breviter ovato, aeuto ; ocuJis ovato-rotimdatis, promiuulis. Thorax 
transverso-quadmtus, doi'so valde convexus, ante basin transvei-sim 
sulcatus, sulco utrinque linea impressa longitudinal! brevi terminato. 
Elytra oblonga, bifariam striato-pimctata. Pedes robust!, antici sub- 
elongati, ca 3 teri longitudine perparum paullo decreseentes ; femorihus 
paullo, posterioribus e\ddentius incrassatis; tibiis simplieibus, dorso non- 
canalieulatis, apice paullo incrassatis ; tarsis tibianmi apiei insertis, 
articulo basali duobus sequentibus longitudine fere fequali, imyuicuUs 
appendiculatis. Prosternum angustatum, distinctum. 

Type Pseudodera xanthospikiy Baly. 

Very closely allied to Crepidodera, but divided from that genus by 
the tapering antennae and by the constriction of the upper surface 
of its neck. The transverse groove also at the base of the thorax 
terminates just within the short longitudinal grooves, not being 
continuous with them as in Crepidodera. 

Pse ud odera xantli ospila . 

P. elongata, modice convexa, subparaUela, postice attenuata, rufo-fulva, 
nitida ; oculis, antennis, tibiis tarsisque nigris ; elytris geniellato-puuc- 
tato-striatis, utrisque plaga sulmiarginali, ante apieem posita, pallide 
tiava. — Long. 3 ^- 4 -^ lin. 

Hah. Northem China. 

Antennae inserted between the eyes on an elevated space, the centre 
of which is traversed by a longitudinal groove : thorax smooth, im- 
punctate, convex, basal groove deeply impressed, slightly angular, and 
having a shallow longitudinal impression rimning upwards on the disk 
from its apex ; it is terminated at either end by a short deep longi- 
tudinal groove : elytra not wider tlian the thorax, parallel, narrowed 
near the apex, their surface smooth and shining ; disk of eaeli impressed 
with eleven rows of distinct punctures, the first abbreviated, the second 
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ruiming ptarallel to the suture, the eleventh suleate and placed on the 
lateral border, the others approximating in pairs, and obsolete towards 
the apex of the elytron ; basilar space slightly raised, bounded by a 
shallow depression. 

Genus Pheyxocepha. (Plate XI. fig. Se, side view of head, S .) 

Corpus subelongatum, convexum ; antennis robustis, apicem versus attenu- 
atis, articulo primo incrassato, secundo brevi, obtrigono, tertio niodice 
elongate, subclavato j oculis parvis, x\x promiimlis, ovatis j Iab)'o brevi 
transverse ; mandihnlis apice tridentatis ; mento subquadrato ) Ugula 
apice angulato, obtuse j palpis maxillarihus articulo primo paiwo, 
duobus sequentibus subclavatis, inter se (equalibus, ultimo subconico, 
hthiaUhus articulo ultimo obovato, leniter cmwato, apice subacuto. 
Thorax transversus. Sentellum trigonatuni. Elytra oblonga, anguste 
marginata, apice rotundata. Pedes robusti, mediocres; coxis auticis 
non contiguis j femorihus (prtesertim posticis) incrassatis, quatuor 
auticis paullo compressis ; tarsonim articido basali duobus sequentibus 
loiigitudine fere jequali, tingidculis basi appendiculatis. Prosternum 
integi’um, retrorsmn ad mesosternmn productum. 

Mas, Caput crassum, valde exsertum, porrectiiin, siibquadratum, facie 
paullo declive ; antennis incrassatis, articulis paidlo compressis ; femo- 
rihus magis incrassatis, tarsonim articulo basali dilatato, obovato, apice 
truncate. 

Fcem, Caput minus exsertiun, deflexuin, subtrigonatum. 

Type, Phrynoeipha indehelluy Baly. 

The present genus, which belongs to the Anisopodous section of 
the family, must be placed near Crepidodera, — the form of the an- 
tenna?, the peculiar shape of the head in the male, and the irregu- 
larly punctured elytra separating it from that genus. 

Plirynoceplia pulcliella, (Plate XI. fig. 8.) 

P. subelongata, testacea, nitida ; maudibularum apice, antennis (basi fidva 
excepta), abdomine scutelloque nigiis; tarsis piceisj elytris anguste 
marginatis, crebre tenuiter pimctatis, ceeruleis. — Long. 4-4| lin. 

Ilah. Mexico. 

Subelongate, convex ; head porrect, the eyes being placed at a con- 
siderable distance from the edge of the thorax, subquachate, face 
oblique ; vertex irregularly punctured j epistome naiTOAv, transverse, 
bounded above by a slightly curved elevated ridge, from the centi*e of 
which a perpendicular raised line runs upwards on the face, passing 
between the antennae, and terminating a short distance above them in 
a slightly elevated, smooth and shining bilobed space ; eyes black : 
thorax more than a third broader than long, sides narrowly niargiiu'd, 
nearly straight and parallel behind, iiarro\N ed and obliquel> rounded 
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in front ^ posterior angles produced into a small acute tooth j upper 
surface moderately convex, minutely punctured, base impressed by a 
broad ill-defined transverse groove, disk impressed on either side by a 
large shallow fovea : scutelliun triangular, its apex obtuse : elytra 
broader than the thorax, oblong-ovate, their outer edge furnished with 
a distinct, slightly refiexed border ; siuface subnitidous, covered with 
minute punctures, their interspaces very finely rugose, giving the whole 
surface a granular appearance ; on the disk of each elyti’on are three or 
four indistinct longitudinal costie; abdomen black, covered with coarse 
adpressed pale-fulvous hairs. 

Genus Doryxei^a.

place being occupied by the thickened lower edge of the triangular 
space ; antennae slender, pale fulvous, terminal joint in the nude

elytron being narrovrly ovate, with the sutural margin rather straighter 
than the other ; on the disk of each are four or five indistinct vittee f 
abdomen very convex, impressed on either side within the lateral 
border with a vow of larg-e deep foveae, the margin itself obscure rufo- 
fulvous.
